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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-6, 22 and 27-29 are allowable over the art of record as per the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences decision dated 10/15/2009 and the remarks filed 12/07/2009.. 
Claims 23, 25 and 26 are canceled.
